will have disposed of practically all 
the unallotted land of the Five Civil­ 
ized Tribes.

allotted Indian lands in tbe Chootaw 
and Chickasaw nations, comprising 
proxlmately 900,000 acres, will be 
placed on the manket within the next 
60 days and gold at public outcry to 
the highest bidder 
Immediately fol- 


lowing the sale of tbe unallotted lands 
the surface of tha segregated coal 
lands 445,000 acres, will be placed on 
the market, then comes the sale of the 
timber lands in small tracts, about 1,- 
500,000 acres, and before the next fis- 
cal year ends on June 30, 1913, It Is 
expected tbat the^ IJ. S. government 
wil! have disposed of practically all 
the unallotted land of the Five Civil- 
ized Tribes. 


First 'Big Sale. 


The first big sale or series of salts 


scheduled to take place is that of the 
unallotted Clnckasaw and Choctaw 
lands "8rfiich starts at Chiokasha, in 
Grady county, on Nov. 12, and closes 
at 
Idabel, in MeCurtam county, on 


Dec. 
23. The greatest acreage is in 


Pittsburg county—118,398, and 
the 


McClain county, 0,809 acres. The un-' 
allotted lands in the different coun- 
ties 
is 
divided 
into various sized 


tracts ranging from 10 acres to 640 
acies to tbe tract and it comprises 
every kind of land including farming, 
grazing, coal, timber, asphalt and 
mineral. The land is to be sold out- 
right and a title in fee simple given 
bj the government. Residence is not 
required and immediate possession is 
given after the iaitial payment is 
made 
On some of the land there are 


good deposits of coal and asphalt and 
in the western part of the Chickasaw 
nation gold, silver and vast deposits 
of gypsum have been located. Up to 
the present time, however, the geolo- 
gists who have examined into the 
land say that the gold and silver can 
not be mined in paying quantities. 
This is not true, however, of the coal 
and asphalt deposits in the Choctaw 
nation.

straight for one of its great mysteries, 
the so-called Hertzian, waves, or elec- 
trical impulses which .could 
travel 


through air without the use of'a wire. 
In 1895 when he was only twenty 
years old, his advanced knowledge on 
this obscure subject inspired liini with 
the theory that these waves could ba 
sent out and received at will, and in 
that year he had constructed the first 
wireless apparatus, whose efficiency 
astonished even his enthusiasm.—V.

Medical authorities now claim that 


"writer's cramp" and other similar 
states of appare_t muscular paralysis 
are .actually due, not to the tiring, of 
the muscles, but to brain fag.
